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А couple of years ago Kirk Douglas 

and Burt Lancaster indulged 
"A themselves іп an odd conceit. 
They went on stage as Tom Sawyer and 
Huck Finn, meeting after 50 years. It was 
а chancy venture for the two old pros. 
Douglas hadn't faced a live audience 
since.1965, when he did “One Flew Over 
the Cuckoo’s Nest" on Broadway, and 
theater critics are notoriously tough on 
movie stars returning to the scene of 
their early crimes. But Douglas is used to 
taking dares; he's been doing it all his 
life. 

“And it gets easier,” he admitted. "I'm 
at the time of life when I wouldn't find a 
failure crippling, or a success overly 
thrilling. But I still get excited about my 
work.” 

Happily Douglas and Lancaster 
played to standing ovations for the 
length of the run. Then they resumed 
their everyday occupation of making 
movies. Douglas, pretty much as usual, 
headed for distant locations: first Aus- 
tralia, for “The Man from Snowy River" 
then Texas, for “Eddie Macon’s Run”; 
then Israel, for "Remembrance of Love.” 
Also pretty much as usual he kicked up 
controversy along the way. The Aussies, 
resenting an American actor playing one 
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of their national literary characters, as- 
sailed him in print. Political hotbloods 
in Israel criticized him for visiting hos- 
pitals in Jerusalem and going into Leba- 
non to visit American troops stationed 
there.

"I'm not as brave in life as I am in 
movies," Douglas said, but he still takes 
on gritty offscreen assignments. 

For 20 years Douglas has been a public 
relations traveler for the government. 
He's made trips to 45 countries, speaking 
to university students, government offi-

cials and motion picture makers. Last 
year he toured Afghan refugee camps in 
Pakistan to focus on the plight of 2.7 mil- 
lion displaced persons. He returned to 
receive the Medal of Freedom at a White 
House ceremony for "significant cul- 
tural endeavors as an actor and goodwill 
ambassador." He recently toured China 
in behalf of the State Department. 

“Т found Chinese curiosity about 
America quite extraordinary,' he said. 
“Tt proved what I've always known, that 
more people are interested in movies 
than in politics.” 

At age 65 and after some 70 films, 
Douglas still projects the vitality and 
cockiness that make him a seemingly in- 
destructible star. The distinctive dimple 
in his chin seems cleft out of granite. 
Looking back on his screen career that 
began with “The Strange Love of Martha 
Ivers” in 1945, he said: 

"I don't think there's a day in the week 
when one of the movies I've made isn't 
playing somewhere on TV. Some of them 
I'd like to forget. Others I've loved, like 
‘Lonely are the Brave,’ ‘Paths of Glory,’ 
"Lust for Life’ and‘20,000 Leagues Under 
the Sea.’ I'm proud of them.

She had to run on elec- 
tricity and atomic power, 
according to visionary 
Verne's imagination. 
Then came the matter 
of undersea photography. 
Disney sent a location 
troupe of 54 to Nassau 
where the Bahamanian 
waters were clear, warm, 
free of haze-making silt, 
and filled with vivid fish 
and coral formations. The

Disney-designed diving 
suits for Nautilus crew- 
men also were true to 
Verne: self-contained and 
innovative, even for the 
20th century! 

But the biggest chal- 
lenge of all was the giant 
squid fight, a masterpiece 
of man-made mayhem. A 
hundred backstage work- 
ers provided lightning, 
rain, towering seas and 
hurricane winds which 
beset the Nautilus crew. 
The squid itself was two 
tons of mechanical hor- 
ror, waving eight 40-foot 
tentacles and two 50-foot 
"feelers" that operated 
with the precision of a 
fine watch. Working as 
much as 50 feet from the 
set, studio technicians 
could whip a tentacle 
around a struggling Nau- 
tiluscrewman as easily as 
a cowboy lassoing a steer.

Why did Walt Disney never make a 
sequel to “Fantasia?”-H. C., South 
Orange, NJ. 

“Fantasia” was considered to be ahead 
of its time and took years to break even 
at the box office. However, Disney used 
the same format as "Fantasia" for “Make 
Mine Music" (see page 10), but with pop- 
ular instead of classical music.

Did you know there was a segment 
prepared for “Fantasia” which never 
thade it into the final film? The segment 
was produced to go with Debussy's Clair 
de Lune. Disney finally decided the piece 
did not fit, so the animation was shelved. 
But when “Make Mine Music” was in 
production a few years later, the anima- 
tion was brought out again and used 
with the song Blue Bayou instead of 
Clair de Lune.
